All three towns are well provided with 
fire fighting apparatus and felt they 
could handle the fire when’ it appear- 
ed, However, in the afternoon a ter- 
rifie wind blew up from the south and 
west, twisting around occasionally 
with great violence, thus spreading 
| the fire in all directions and filing the 
air with smoke and flames impossible 
to approach or combat. 

On the Canadian side of the river 
there seemed no danger until it was 
noticed that a sma!l fire which had 
been smouldering to the northwest 
jacross the railway from the business 
|part of the town, had jumped the 
track and with the eddying, whirling 
|wind, was approaching the Portage 
Lumber camp, yard and big saw mill. 
There seemed to be cause for hope of 
being able to fight it  suecessfully 
;when suddenly the saw mill, fully a 
quarter of a mile from the fire, burst 
into flames. It looked then as if the 
town was doomed to meet the same 
fate as the towns across the river. 
{Cars were immediately placed at the

CHEMISTS AND CRIME, | 


The Analyst Is Now One of the Great- 
est Police Agents. | 


Analysts have played an important | 
part in the Crippen case, and it might 
be said without exaggeration that were | 
it not for these gentlemen hundred, | 
of crimes would be added to the police ' 
list of unsolved ~mysteries. Medical , 
detectives, as the analysts employed by | 
Scotland Yard are called, invariably 
carry through their duties with skill, 
certuinty, aud absence of prejudice. 
They have mastered the action and 
character of every poison under tne 
sun, and this fact, being well known, 
has decreased poisoning to a consider. 
able exteut during recent years. 

Practically the poisoners can hide 
notaing frou the meouern analyst, for 
that gentleman is not only familiar 
with all poisons, but can recognize 
their preseuce alinost as easily us he 
cai recognize the dome of St. Paul's 
Cathedrai. By the aid of his test-tube, 
his miscroscope, and his spectroscope, 
he is able to luy bare the poisoner’s 
secret and track him down. If any 
great criminal was suspected of pois: 
oning his wife, the analysts, upon ex- 
amining the remains, would be able te 
prove what pvison was used and in 
what quantity. 

Delicate to a marvellous degree are 
the tests employed by analysts in the 
case of poisons, If a man were to be 
poisoned with arsenic to-morrow and 
were buried without being examined 
internally,.an analyst could a quarter t 
of a century later gather from the re- t 
maias of the body a considerable 
amount of the poison which killed him |, 
and in the same state as that in which | , 
it was administéred. 

Probably arsenic has been more fre- 
quently used by murderers as a death. t 
dealer than any other poison, and ars- 
enic is a very peculiar poison. It is a 
well-known fact that many men and 
women take arsenic in sinali dose: 
as a medicine, while the inhab:- 
tants of Syria are said to eat 
it us freely as we eat salt. To 
a person who has never touched, eat: |, 
en, or smelt arsenic a medium-sized |! 
dose would have a fatal effect. Nou 
matter how it got into the system it 
would be deadly, for arsenic kills whe- 
ther it is swallowed, rubbed into a 
wound, or breathed as a vapour. Chap: | 
man, who was hanged for poisoning 
his mistresses, used arsenic, and the 
drug was also used in the memorable 
waybrick case.

Trinidd’s Asphalt Lake. 

One of the natural wonders of the 
world is the great pitch lake of Trini- 
| dad, the most southerly island of the 

British West Indies. Paying better 

thin any gold or diamond mine, the

Diamond.” An American syndicate 
handles most of this natural asphalt 
| under a concession from the Govern- 
! ment, and from one corner of the 
lake obtains 800 tons every day. The 
material is shipped in enormous 
quantities to America, England and 
all parts of the world, where it is in 
| demand for street making. 

Close to the village of La Brea, the 
lake is inspected every year by nu- 
merous visitors to the island, for it 
is a curiosity not to be seen else- 
where. The lake lies 138 feet above 
the sea and is three miles in circum. 

‘ference. How deep it is nobody 

knows, for though many attempts 
have been made to fathom it, all 
have failed. To all appearances this 
is indeed the “bottomless pit.” 

Scientists describe the pitch sub- 
stance as “bituminous matter flouat- 
ing on the surface of fresh water.” 
For three feet down the pitch is 
solid enough to bear the weight of 
men and allow of their digging it up 
in great slabs with pickaxe and 
spade. Under that hard substance ia 

' liquid pitch cast up by subterranean 
fires, and under that again ‘is the 
fresh water of the lake.

CHILD ACTORS. 


Some Talented Youngsters Now Grace 
English Stage. 


Licensing of child performers in 
ngland is a matter which never 
reaches settlement and which is al- 
ways under, discussion, nartiontariy 
this month, when engeromonrte for 
the autumn theatrical season are be- 
ing made. 

It was atone time thought that the 
joint committee apnointed to examine 
the working of the censorship of 
plays in England would recommend 
the creation of a special Government 
department to deal with various 
other matters appertaining to the 
theatre, in which case this licensing 
of child performers, now vested in 
the local magistrates, would surely 
have been under the jurisdiction of 
that department. Unfortunately, 
however, the committee found them- 
selves in quite enough hot water over 
how plays should be handied withbut 
venturing to undertake further re- 
sponsibilities, so local magistrates 
still have jurisdiction in this matter 
of child performers. 

Until very recently the youngsters 
were obliged to make an appearance 
n the Police Court of each _ little 
town, along with petty criminals and 
drunkards so that the magistrate 
could decide after seeing them 
whether or not he would license 
them. This was an evil the entire 
theatrical profession rebelled against 
for years, but without avail. Now, 
however, through the passing of the 
Children’s Act, the children need 
not appear in open court, but can 
apply for their licenses privately. 

Of course, the little performers nre 
drawn from several classes, first the 
children of respected and clever thea- 
trical parents. These come to their 
work equipped with an inherent love 
of the stage and a knowledge of its 
technicalities. They are likely to 
continue in the profession the rest of 
their lives. Ellen Terry, Mrs. Ken. 
dal, Lady Bancroft, Marie Lohr, 
Phyllis and Zena Dare, Elin'ine Ter- 
riss, Gabrielle Ray, and hosts of other 
well-known actresses and actors had 
this experience. 

Just now the English theatre has 
so many clever young recruits that 
it is difficult to select the most talent- 
ed, Perhaps the most remarkably 
gifted child is Olive Walter, 
played Tyltyl in “The Blue Bird” 
a month or so ago, When the play 
was withdrawn. She is 12 years old, 
very pretty and graceful, and a per- 
fect little actress. Tyltyl as a part is 
said to be as long as Hamlet, but on 
the first night of “The Blue Bird” 
Olive not only never missed a line of 
her own part, but she even prompted 
weaker members of the 


of memory. 

If she were only as good a child 
as she is a marvelous actress she 
would be a joy to any manager, but, 
is always known in the 
company as a “holy terror,”’ and can 
cause more trouble to stage managers 
and dressers than any other small 
girl alive. 

She plays every prank that can be 
devised, und even tries this sort of 
game on the stage, te the great an-
